STAY OF PROCEEDINGS. 


The Southern Pacific Aft After a Texas Rall- 
4 road, 

WasHINGTON, March 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Judge Jackson, of the 
Supreme Court, in chambers todav 
signed an order granting a stay of fur- 
ther proceedings in the Circuit Court of 
New Orleans in the case of Carey et al. 
vs. the Houston and Texas Central 
Railroad. Foreclosure proceeding were 
instituted some time ago in the United 
States Circuit Court at Galveston tosell 
the road and a large land grant, 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
$40,000,000. The stockholders inter- 
vened, alleging the proceedings were 
without jurisdiction and were fraud- 
ulent, and designed to turn the property 
over tothe Southern Pacific Company. 
Notwithstanding the appeal, a motion 
was made in the court below to turn the 
property over to the alleged purchaser 
on a foreclosure suit. It is to prevent 
this that the order of Judge Jackson 
was made.

Wasutncton, March 9.—[By the As 
sociated Press.] Cleveiand’s first ex- 
ecutive communication to the Senate 
came thisafternoon and proved a sur- 
prise not only to the Republicans but to 
many Democrats. In the communica- 
tion Cleveland withdrew the treaty 
with Hawaii, sent to the Senate several 
weeks ago by Harrison. The message 
was short, simply requesting the Sen- 
ate totransmit to the Executive the 
proposed treaty with Hawaii. The 
message was received without com- 
menton the floor of the Semate. 

Republican Senators regard this ac- 
tion as in line with the course pursued 


-| by Cleveland in withdrawing the Nica- 


raguan treaty sent to the Senate by 
Arthur in the closing days of his ad- 
ministration. 

Democratic Senators look upon the 
act from a two-fold point of view. 
some taking the ground it shows Cleve- 
_land is against annexation or American 
domination of any sort in the Hawaiian 
Islands, while others hold he will send 
in another treaty more to his liking. 

It is understood the reason for the 
withdrawal is because he is opposed to 
the treaty in the present form. . 
Whether or not he will favor making 
another treaty and whether it will be 
an annexation treaty or not, cannot be 
said on authority at this time, but a 
gentleman who has talked with the 
President on the subject said this 
afternoon another treaty would be 
made. 

It is intimated the President will sug 
gest either by message or personally to 
Senators that a committee be ap- 
pointed to visit the Hawaiian Islands 
this year, during the interval between 
adjournment of the Special session of 

the Senate and reconvening of the next - 

been quite solicitous on this point, and 
made inquiries as to whether or not res- 
olutions providing for such commission 
had gone through. He had been ap- 
parently under the impression it had 
been adopted. He learned it had not, 
but that the Senate had authority alone 
to provide for such a commission, prob- 
ably to consist of Senators, and that 
the contingent fund of the Senate Coats 
be drawn on for that purpose.

Whether we would discuss 
a treaty looking to any other form of 
union with the United States, I cannot 
say at present.’’ 

Secretary Gresham, on being asked 
whether or not there was any explana- 
tion to be made of the withdrawal, 
said: ‘‘No; at least not at present.’’

We were shown the other 
day.an orange of the new variety. 
The sample examined was of medium 
size, indicating a considerable modifica- 
tion of the large Washington navel, 
which is a desirable change. The skin 
was of close, fine texture and $oft as 
a kid glove;.navel mark clearly, but not 
prominently shown. The fruit was firm 
and heavier than the average. On 
opening, the rind proved rather thick, 


‘but the pulp was of fine and delicate 


texture and juice abundant. It Proved 
to be sweeter than the average : Wash- 
ington navel, but possessed ‘of its char- 
acteristic winey flavor. " There were 
none of the interior markings of the 
Malta blood. The fruit was entirely 
seedless. If it be possibie to produce a 
finer fruit than the Washington navel, 
we would say that here is a variety 
which excels it in several particulars. 
First, itis of smaller size; second, it is 
heavier. and probably carries a’ higher 
percentage of juice; third, itis sweeter, 
without sacrificing the sub-acid flavor. 

We would suggest that the fruit 
might be still further improved by ad- 
ditional crossings with the paper-rind 
St. Michael, or the Malta blood, to re- 
duce the thickness of skin, though care 
would have to be taken not to reduce 
the size of the fruit too much. 

That the owner of the new variety 
prizes it highly, is attested by the fact 
that he has refused to sell buds frum 
his tree at the rather tempting price of 
$1 a bud. The new orange has 
been before the public two or three 
years, and, in time, we suppose the 
variety will become generally dissemi- 
nated.

Storm Water, and How to Control It. 

LOS ANGELES, March 8, 1893.—[To the 
Editor of THE TIMEs.] Suggestions are 
cheap, therefore, if you will publish mine 
the public can ‘have them without cost. 
The great bulk of the storm water that 
does such damage in the south part of the 
city comes from Angelefio Heights and the 
hill district lying north of Bellevue ave- 
nue. The grades of Bellevue avenue and 
intersecting streets are made to collect the 
water and empty it into Temple street, and 


then to Frémont avenue, where there was- 
more water running this morning than 
there was inthe Los Angeles River, This 
can all be changed by regrading Bellevue 
avenue from the Sisters’ Hospital to a point 


that it will carry the water on the north 
side of the street. Make the grade astraight | 
line between above points, and ‘cut the hill 
down several feet at Rosas street, which 
will greatly improve the present grade, 
and conduct. the water to Castelar street, | 
then to High street, from where it can be 
conducted to the river bya wooden flume.

A ‘Statement Presented as to the | 


Action of the Council. 


Another Protest Will Bo Filed, and if It 
As Denied the Matter will Be Taken | 
into the Courts for Final 
Settlement. 


A number of property-owners and 
others interested in the formal accept- 
ance by the Council of the work on the 
Second street pavement met at the of- 
fice of. M.- L. Wicks, Main and Court 
streets, last evening. 

The most of the time occupied by the 


meeting. was devoted to an informal | 
discussion of the matter, and an organ- | 


ization. was not effected until nearly 
the close, 

Mr.. _.Wicks opened the talk by 
giving a brief statement of the 
facts in the’ matter, 
the acceptance had been signed 
by the City Engineer without the 
signature of the Street Superintendent 
and that the City Engineer had after- 
ward said in explanation that he had 
signed the paper / because he had been 
told that the Street Superintendent was 
satisfied with the work. When Mr. 
Wicks appeared before the Council and 
asked if the Superintendent had signed 
the acceptance, Mr. Rhodes.had moved 
that that part of the report be stricken 
out. Mr. Wicks further said that the 
native rock, as called for by the speci- 


fications for the work, contained 16 | 


per cent. of bitumen. The rock in 
the street, Bas taken from various por- 
tions of the work so as to give 
a fair test, contained only 8 per cent. 
of bitumen, as proved by an assay.: In 
the investigation he, with others, had 
picked out a piece of rock nearly as large 
as a man’s head,- and ‘left it fora few 


‘minutes in order to pick up another 
.some distance away. On returning to 


where the first had been left, with the 
intention of taking itto the City Hall 
and placing it on exhibition there, it 
was uot to be found. Mr. Wicks said 


he thought the contractor probably did 


not want such asspeciman to be seen.

High License. No Gambling and 
Female Suffrage Urged. 


The Financial Condition of the Terri- 
tory—Statehood Expected—Govern- 
ment Institutions—The 
Indians. 


Gov. N. O. Murphy’s biennial message 
tothe seventeenth Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory contains more good 
reading than is generally found in such 
documents emanating from the land of 
sunshine and silver, Gila monsters and 
horned toads. Verily ‘‘the world do 
mové’’ when an Arizona Governor rec- 
ommends such advanced steps as the re- 
peal of the law licensing gambling, the 
passage Of a high license law, and the 

extension of the franchise to women. 
Veteran prospectors who have stood off 
_Apaches and rustled for ‘‘grub stakes’’ 
for a quarter of a century will rub their 
eyes and wonderingly ask, ‘‘Where are 
we at?”’ whén they read Gov. Murphy’s 
message. 

The Governcr. starts by expressing 
the hope that this will be the last Ter- 
ritorial Legislature of Arizona, and that 
the Territory will close its life with 


dignifled and wise curative legislation, | 


so as to prepare for Statehood. He 
recommends the.revision and amend- 
nent of the revenue law. 

- The report of the Territorial Treas- 
urer shows the bonded indebtedness of 
the Territory, including the counties, 
to be $552,500, bearing interest at 
rates varying from 8 to 10 per cent. 
The floating debt is $41,579, and the 
floating debt, funded with . funding 
bonds of 1890, $481,673. The -cost 
of running the Territorial government. 
for one vear is from $100,000 to 
$120,000 for current purposes. 

The Auditor states the disbursements 


on account of governmental expendi- [| 


tures during the last two years as 
$78,013 in excess of the Territorial in- 
come. The total assessed valuation of 
the Territory has approximated closely 
to $28,000,000 for the last three 
years. 

The Governor says that the law now 
contemplates that Territorial govern- 
ment affairs be conducted upon a cash 
basis, and ‘does not believe that the 
Legislature has any authority to ap- 
propriate moneys for any purpose when 
such appropriation will conflict with 
the Harrison Act. 

Personal property of all kinds is said 
to escape taxation in the Territory toa 
greater extent than in most other “polit- 
ical divisions of the United States. 
The Governor suggests that assessors 
be better paid, and given more time for 
their work. Many of the, heaviest 


property-owners are said not ‘to -have | 


paid taxes for several years. és 
A levy,of 50 cents on the $100 is 
recommended to meet the expenses of 


The bonds issued under the Funding 
Act of 1890 were finally sold at par, 
after much effort.

I respectfully submit 
that the lawin regard to gambling now on 
our statute, books, conflicts with every 
principle of enlightenment and moral 
progress, retards desirable immigration, 
and blemishes the good name of Arizona.

the education of our youth by the help of 
revenue derived grom the protection of 
practices generally, unlawful, ‘and ted 
hibited. 

Prohibitive law will be inoperative if not 
concurred in by the majority, and legisla- 
tion in advance of public opinion will nat- 
urally fail of execution, although it may be 
right. Itis not proper, however, that a 
minority of the people be allowed to con. 
trol such questions, and therefore, in my 
judgment, such legislation should be had’ 
as will permit the majority in localities to 
control their own affairs in this respect.

CAME TO GRIEF. 


A Smooth Young Confidence Opera- 
tor Landed In Jail. 


An Ingenious Scheme by Which Ed Fonda,” 
Alias Arthur L. Chesterton, Raised 
Loan—The Swindle 
Disclosed, 


Ed Fonda alias Arthur L. Chesterton, 
a highly educated and accomplished 
young blood, formerly of Hudson, N. Y., 
and one of the smoothest confidence- 
workers that ever operated in this city, 
is now in the City Prison awaiting ar- 
raignment. 

Yorng Fonda had, through the most 
ori;%ui of methods, secured at least 
$2Q0 in cash, and would nave procured 
more, only for the incredulity ofa 


her unsuspecting lord. 

Last August Edward Fonda, alias Ar- 
thur L. Chesterton, made his début in 
Los Angeles, fresh from extended trav-. 
els abroad andin the United States. 
Among the first acquaintances he made 


N. Y., where young Fonda was also 
reared. The introduction revealed an 
own cousjn to Mr. Coons as represented 
by the voung man, and there. is every 
reason to believe this portion of his 
story iscorrect. Fonda was traveling 
under the name of Arthur L. Chester- 
tun, however, but explained to Mr. 
Coons that he had assumed that name 
at the solivitation of a very rich Mr. 
Chesterton, who had met and taken a 
great fancy to him owing to his close 
resemb!ance to Chesterton’s own son, 
who had died a short time before. 

This is Fonda’s story to. Mr. Coons: 
The patron had retired active 
business and wastraveling. He wanted 
a companion and young Fonda had at- 
tracted him as just the person he could 
enjoy his travels with. 

After becoming satiated with travel 
and being called to the continent on per- 
sonal business, Mr. Chesterton sailed, 
leaving his companion béhind, but not 
before making provision for him. The 
ready cash Fonda had been supplied 
with—ample to have lasted him for 
a vear—had been exhausted -by 
excesses, and as his patron had 
provided for him by turning over 
an equity ina large block of property 
he did not like to ask 
for more money. Letters were shown 
Mr. Coons in substantiation of these 
claims, as others had been from Hud- 
son in settling his identity to his 


ofthe family .and of mutual friends, 


which Mr. Coons was cognizant. 

Young Fonda. secured lodgings in a 
fashiowable private boarding-house 
where. other well-connected 
youmgmen were quartered, and soon 
became quite a favorite, as he was affa- 
ble, agood dresser, a musician of more 
than ordinary ability, and, all in all,.

The Board of Supervisors was in ses- 
sion all day yesterday, although but lit- 
tle regular business was transacted, 
owing tothetime devoted to the consid- 
eration of road matters. 

After the approval of the minutes a 
communication was received from R. G. 
Lunt, inclosing an insurance policy to 
replace the one said to have been 
mailed to S. M. Perry, but which, it ap- 
peared, had since been lost or mislaid. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Hay the 
clerk was instructed to return the pol- 
icy to the sender, and to present his de- 
mand against the county for the amount 
due thereon to date. 

On the report of the viewers of Ver- 
mont avenue it was ordered that hear- 
ing be postponed until March 30. Hear- 
ing on a similar report relative to Rose- 
dale avenue was fixed for the same date. 

The people of Santa Springs had a 
grievance toair. Inthe petition pre- 
sented to the board they set forth that 
for five years prior to February 12 
they had used as a public highway a

the Matter Sustained, 


A Majority of All the Property-owners in 
the Proposed District All Thatis _ 
Necessary—The Case Reviewed 
at Length, 


An opinion was received from the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon, for filing in this city, re- 
lating to the Fruitland Levee District, 
which is of considerable importance, 
not 
but to those of fhe whole State, as it 
decides the very important question as 
to the construction to be put upon the 


fase of the act as regards the signa- 


ture of the petition for the formation 
of a new district by a ‘majority of ae 
freeholders’’ owning property liable to 
be. affected by the overflow of the 


stream along which the proposed levee 
is to be constructed. 


The opinion, which is written by 
Justice McFarland, with whom Justices 
de Haven, Garoutte. Paterson and 
Harrison concur, is as follows: 


Arcadia B. de Baker (appellant) vs. J. W. 
Ba.cheuier et al. (respondents.) On April 
6, 1891, certain persons presented to the 
pyres of Supervisors ot Los Angeles county 

tition for the formation of a levke dis- 
trict under the act of March 10, 1891, 
entrtled, ‘‘An act to provide for the organi- 
zation and government of levee districts 
created for the protection of lands from 
overfiow of unnavigable running streams of 
waier, etc.,’’ (Stats. 1891, P. 30,) to be 
ca ed the Fruitland Levee District. Such 
proceedings were afterward had that the 
Board of Supervisors declared such dis- 
trict organized; and after other steps pro- 
vided for by the act had been taken de. 
fendants were elected as the board of di- 
rectors of said district; and they were 
about to issue and sell certain bonds of 
said district, when plaintiff commenced 
this action to restrain them from so doing. 

A portion of plaintifi's complaint was 
Stricken out, against her objection, and de- 
fendants, having answered, the case was 
heard by the trial court and judgment ren- 
dered for defendants. From the judg-. 
ment, and from an order denying a new 
trial, plaintiff appeals. 

(1.) The lapds included in the district lie 
along the Los Angeles River, and the main 
contention of appellant is, that the petition 
failed to gjve the Supervisors jurisdiction 
because it was signed only by a majority 
of freeholders owning lands within the 
proposed district, w hereas, it is contended 
by appellant, itshould have been signed 
by a majority of freeholders owning lands 
injuriously affected by overfiow from said 
Los Angeles" River throughout its entire 
course. If the contention of appellant be 
true, then no levee district under the act 


rivers of the State, not even along the San 
Joaquin or Sacramento, except: apon a 
petition signed by a majority ot all of the 
freeholders ow ning lands liable to be in- 
juriously affected by overtow, from the 
toothills to the, bay. 

We no not think that appellané’s position 
is tenable. The whole contention rests 
upon .-the language of the first few 
lines of the bill, to wit: “A majority of 
freeholders owning. land injuriously af- 
fected or liabie to be injuriously affected, 
by overfow from any unnavigable running 
stream,’’ etc., and it is contended that this 
language necessarily means a majority of 
all the freeholders. who own land at-any- 
point onthe stream which might be injur- 
iously affected by overtiow. But when the 
entire act is looked at it Clearly meansa 
majority of such freeholders within the 
proposed district. The second section ex- 
pressly provides thatthe petition shall be 
“signed by the required number of free- 
holders of such proposet district.” 


‘‘may make such changes in the proposed 
boundaries as they may find to be proper. 
and shallestablish and define such bound- 
aries;’’ also ‘‘that no lands already em- 
braced in levee districts shal! 
be included in such boundaries,’’ and that 
the Board of Supervisors shall not ‘allow 
another district to be forméd including any 
of the lands in such «istrict without the con- 
sent of the board of directors thereof.’’ 
From these, and other provisions of the 
act, itisapparentthat the Legislature con- 
templated the possible creation of several 
districts along the same stream,and that 
when the act speaks of a ‘‘majerity of free- 
holders”? it means a majority of the free- 
holders of the proposed district. Appellant 
admits that there may be a district created 
which does not include all the lands subject 
to overflow along the river; indeed, she 
says that.it may be as smail as ‘two acres,” 
but she contends that, in order to organize 
a district, however small, there must be a 
petition signed by-a majority of all the 
freeholders owning lands subject to over- 
flow along the entire course of the stream, 
and that such apetition, so’ signed, is re- 
quisite to establish the first district, or any 
subsequent district. Such a construction 
is unreasonable, and confusive of the re: 
spective rights of districts and freeholders 
along the stream. We think, therefore, 


thatthe court below was right in holding 
thatthe petition in the case at bar was 
sufticient, independent of the question 


whether or notthe actionof the Board of 
in determining the boundaries 
of X district is tinal and beyond review.

Forming quite a contrast to those

The old chimers of the city naturally do 
not favor the introduction of electric key- 
boards.

But’ with the 
electric keyboard chiming is so much sim- 
plified that any person of average ability 
and’experience can do it, and no unusual 
strength is required.

“HOW SUNDAY WAS REGARDED IN 


SLAVERY ad iad BY NEGROES. 


The Plantation Folks Eagerly Looked Fore 
“ward to the Day of Rest—They All Went 
to Meeting and Usually Spent the Rest 

_ of the Time Quietly. _ 


In the south before the war: Senéat was 
looked forward to with anticipations of 
unaffected happiness by the negroes on the 
plantations. With it came not alone the 
restful idleness of the day, but. the addi- 
tional pleasure afforded by opportunities 
to atteng, divine worship, writes Edward 
Oldhant, 

The degro, as a race, isa social being. 
The absence of extraordinary brain power 
denies him the privilege of thoughtful 
meditation or the solace of reflection. His 
intuitive impulse is to loosen the cords that 
bind him to himself and to seek congenial 
companiofiship. 

This innate characteristic of sociability 
was intensified in the plantation darky, 
whose master’s family was usually the 
center around which a highly social mi- 
crocosm revolved. Sunday was the day 
above all the rest when he could give full 
play to this tendency, and he was never 
happier than when in the midst of a group 
hearing himsclf and otherstalk. ‘‘Gwine 


ter chu’ch”’ therefore always meant for | 
season of

gious enjoyment, though occasionally there 
were venerabie exceptions to this rule. 
The darkies from all the neighboring plan- 
tations were to be seen at ‘meetin,’ and 
allthe grotesque happenings of the week 
and bits of highly colored gossip were to 
be exchanged amid hearty guffaws, in 
which the most innocent good nature 
abounded. 

The ante-bellum negro was always pic- 
.turesque in his attitudes, adjuncts and 
surroundings, and particularly so “ober 
Sundays.” The manner of his locomotion 
to and from the ‘meetin house” made a 
striking picture, with a touch of irresist- 
fble drollery about it. More than likely 
he proceeds afoot, and if the day be 
pleasant he carefully removes his ‘Sunday | 
shoes”’ and the thick cotton socks, draws 
off his coat, throws it over his left arm 
and dangles the shoes from his right hand. 
With his impedimenta thus adjusted he 
advances upon his way with a quick sway- 
ing, shuffling gait, a light heart, a plan- 
tation hymn at the top of his tongue, ora 
cheery, rollicking whistle upon his lips. 
If the roads be muddy, the distance un- 
usually great, or the darky himself the 
object of the master’s or overseer’s especial 


favor, he is indulged with the use of a 


horse, astride whose backbone he strings 
himself, his wife and a youngster or two. 
They jog along slowly, putting up with 
the ludicrous discomfort of the arrange- 
ment with every evidence of good humor. 

If the attendant upon divine worship be 
far advanced in years, his master, with 
that respect for the aged so characteristic 
of the southern gentlemen:of the old 


. school, places at his and “‘de ole ’oman’s” 


disposal a humble vebicle which has out- 
lasted the greater part of its usefulness. 
To this he harnesses a plantation mule, 
whose solemn demeanor and’ high'ty delib- 
erate movements are in keeping with the 
measured, easy going characteristic of the 
darky twain. They sect out, the wabbling 
wheels describing an endless series of 
curves, convex and concave. The vener- 


able occupants are seated in split bottom 


chairs and are attired in their “bes’ bib 
en tucker,” with their flaming apparel 
“settin two ways fer Sunday’’—to employ 
the vernacular—by . which, they mean to 
sucgest the all pervading presence of 
starch, which plantation darkies were ac- 
customed to use unstintedly. Thus, with 
an entire absence of self consciousness, the 
aged couple arrived at the church in due 
time. 

If it be a shrine exclusively for 
dusky worshipers, the building will bea 
large rectangular structure composed of 
logs, the apertures between being chinked 
with mud and clay, and the roof consist- 
ing of rows of rough oak clapboards, held 
in place by long saplings lying lengthwise 


with the building, and these in turn being 


secured by prongs of hickory. The most 
conspicuous adjunct of this humble house 
of worship is the chimney, which leans 


away from the structure with a hurt, of- 


fended air. It looks as though it were 
about to topple down, and its heterogene- 
ous materials constitute an impenetrable 
mystery, held by a framework of sticks 
and clay. 

In the milder seasons of the year the 
‘Degro worshipers assembled beneath a 
spacious arbor formed by a framework of 
saplings resting in the forks of smal] 
growing trees,.or of others cut down and 
stuck into the. ground. Upon this crud 
scaffolding were deposited quantities of 
pine boughs, which protected the congre- 
gation from the sun and the showers, and 
dispersed an aroinatic odor that was by no 
means disagreeable. 

An object of the most envious concern to 
the other darkies on the plantation was 
the family coachman, or carriage driver, 
or that of their number who was singled 
out to go with “‘vonng mistis” or any other 
member of the household tochurch. Aside 
from this being considered a recognition of 
superior merit aid amurk of special con- 
‘fidence, it carricd with it many privileges 
which were greatly enjoyed. It meant 
more comfortable transit to and from 
church, more presentable apparel, and best 
of all ‘good eutin’s.”’ 

The sermon over, a general handshaking 
by the dispersing cougregation was in_or- 
der, and somctimes, when a sermon was to 
follow in the afternoon and the day was a 
pleasant one, the attendants divided them- 
selves intoa tittle group here and there. 
The baskets wers opened, and the lunches, 
prepared by the old time southern cooks, 
were heartily enjoyed.

How a Siik Weavér of Damascus Was 
Raised to the Rank of Master Work- 


man—Inmpressive Ceremonies in an. 
cient Trade Organization. 


' The labor leaders of the present day 
ave,as a rule, little if any conception of 
he antiquity of organizations similar to 

their own, similar in that they sought to 
improve and elevate their members, yet 
dissimilar in the means adopted to accom- 
‘ plish the desired end. In the making of 
silk and silk embroideries the workmen of 
Damascus have for many decades held a 
reputation only surpassed by that of the 
Damascene steel workers, and tho’ excel- 
lence of the Damascus steel is a matter of 
historical fact. The average American 
may be surprised at learning of the exist- 
ence of trades unions among 4 artisans 
of the orient. 

It is nevertheless a fact that ‘the work- 
ingmen of that old and historic city are-not 
only up insuch matters with their brethren 
of western countries, but can be considered 
among the pioneers in industrial organiza- 
tion and united effort for protection and 

self improvement. The traditiona] rules 
and usages governing these unions are 
primitive, to be sure, yct do not lack crigi- 
nality and wisdom when taken into con- 
sideration their surroundings and condi- 
tions of life, and their more 

_ favored brethren of Christian lands. 

Some goso far as to assert that these 
owe much totheir eastern fellows for theit 
regulations. Others go farther and say 
that the very idea of secret societies was 
organized and put into execution among 
’ the workingmen of the east, who, long be- 
fore Europe was civilized and America dis- 
covered, banded themselves into well gov: 
erned organizations for mutual improve 
nent and protection. Thé degree of skill 
required, the’ crucial tests imposed, the. 
standing u man was compelled to have 
among, his’ fellow workmen before he 
could be admitted to the ranks of fhe mas: 
ters of his craft, were far too exact 
ing to be iooked upon with favor by the 
workman of the Nineteenth century, and 
yet the results, both to the man himself 
and the craft he represented, were worth 
the trouble, asa man who been ad- 
mitted to the ranks of the sters was 
held in high respect and the product of his 
labor was always it demand. 

Each union had its own officers, who 
combined to form a grand. council, com- 
posed of a grand master workman and his 
assistants, « grand marshal anda nt, 

a grand deputy and his assistant, and all 
the master workmen of the different trades 
of thecity. A silk weaver desiring to be 
raised to the grade of master made appli- 
cation to the council. A sample of his 
work was submitted for criticism and 
examination to «!1 the master weavers, 
who agreed upon his promotion and so 
reported to the master workman of the 

' trade. He sent-his deputy to inform the 
candidate by handing him the traditional 
“olive branch,”’ or its substitute, a bou- 
quet of flewers, which he ki§ssed thank- 
fully, deelaring at the same time his un- 
worthiness of the great honor in store for 
him. 

The ceremony of initiation tack place at 
the house of the grand. master. workman of 
all the trades, in « eference to the wishes of 
the candidate, if he were willing to pay for 
the unusual honor and favor, Assembling 
at the house the candidate was placed in a 
room apart from the others, and the grand 
master workman, having secured the re- 
spectful attention of the masters who were 
present, said to them: have assembicd, 
brethren, in order to ruise your associate to 
the honorable rank of master, and to bind 
him tous with the mystie tie and to in- 
trust him with the grand and precious se- 
eret of our brotherhood. What say you, 
master workmen of the silk wearer’s trade? 
The work and behavior, as well es the char- 
acter of the candidate, whose conduct I 
have ascertained from aii members of our 
trade and fourd to be geod, entitle him to 
this great honor. Ucre isa sample of his 
work:. let the brethren judge for them- 
selves,* 

Then an elegant silk shaw] was passed 
around aud the decision was made, 

The candidate was then led into the room 
by four masters frem. his own trade, {ol- 
lowed by his champion, the master work- 
man of his union, who carried a large 
apron, together with additional samples of 
the candidate’s work, and was made to 
kneel in the middle of the room during the 
ceremony. When the chanting of various 
selections from the loran was through the 
candidate was prompted in giving the 
usual greetings toull workmen in these 
terms: ‘Il greet all the toilers of the east, 
those of the west, of the north and south” 
with athousand salanms! Thousand greet- 
ings toall the generous and faithful broth- 

ers!” The ¢andidate was thén made to 
‘stand and salute in the four points of the 
compass, Ther the master of his trade 
brought the zpron and wrapped it around 
him twice, uttering the blessings of Allah 
all the time. 

The grand ,1naster workman of all the 
trades cave a long and instructive lecture, 
telling the candidate to be loyal to the in- 
terests of his fellows ::nd to those of his 
trade, whose secret processes he must never 
betray. He then took u long towel and re- 
quested all present to bow their heads and 
keep perfect silence. The candidate, who 
R. kneeling on the right knee, extended 

“right hand to receive the “grip” from 
the hand of the grand master workman, 


was covered from view by the towel. 


This was followed by the bending of "the 

grand master Workman toward the candi- 

s ear-and whispering to him solemnly 

the covenant and the great secret word.
